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(57) Abstract 



A communication terminal (11) is 
connected through a subscriber line (12) to a 
subscriber exchange (13) comprising a 
subscriber switchboard (14), a switch (15) and 
an LAN (16). The subscriber line (12) is 
connected alternatively to the subscriber 
exchange (14) and the LAN (16) through a 
corresponding switch (15). For ordinary 
communication, dialing is performed in 
ordinary manner. To access a resource of the 
LAN (16), e.g., a web page of a WWW server 
(17), "OAB0" is dialed in order to participate in 
the LAN (16). Thereafter, a transfer request is 
sent to the WWW server (17) according to an 
ordinary procedure and a desired HTML 
document and an associated file are received. 
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Title of Invention: CIRCUIT SWITCHING DEVICE 
PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To utilize with highest efficiency 
the latent transmission capability of the present two-wire 
telephone circuit in order to increase the range of application 
of the connection service while evading the increase of load 
of a station exchange. 

SOLUTION: A circuit switching device 1 is placed between 
a two-wire telephone circuit 2W connected to the subscriber 
terminal equipment 2 0a to 2 0c and a station exchange 2 which 
switches the circuit 2W. Then the device 1 identifies the signals 
received from the equipment 2 0a to 20c and decides whether these 
dial signals are equal to the access signals to a network. If 
the access signals transmitted to the network are identified, 
the circuit 2W of the equipment 2 0a to 2 0c is switched to a 
circuit that is directly connected to the network with no 
intervention of the exchange 2 . 
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Title of Invention: Communications adapter for personal 
computer 

A communication adapter is provided between RS23 2C 
interface 1 and telephone line 9. The adapter has a protocol 
controller 2, network controller 3, V27-3 modem 4 and pulse 
transmitter 6 as well as interrupt detector 5 and alarm generator 
7 . The switching system sends an interrupt signal to the adapter 
when it receives a call-out signal from another party to the 
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adapter during communications using the modem. The interrupt 
detector 5 detects the interrupt signal thus sent and the alarm 
generator 7 performs an alarm operation. When the operator 
switches the mode from the modem to the handset, the switching 
system detects the corresponding control signal and establishes 
the communication between the handset and the calling party.

PORTABLE TERMINAL EQUIPMENT 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To permit the user of a PURPOSE: 
To obtain various additional information from an exchange 
station for a request from the user utilizing a mobile station 
with respect to the information service from the exchange 
station containing a radio base station to a portable terminal 
equipment . 

CONSTITUTION: In the mobile communication system using 
a micro cell radio station, an exchange station 1 containing 
a radio base station 2 opposite to a mobile station 3 is provided 
with a CI compatible area information management section 5 being 
a database managing various area information corresponding to 
a radio base station group in the unit of a CI or plural CIs 
providing and managing a radio base station identification 
number (CI) in the unit of a CI or plural CIs. When a service 
request comes from the mobile station 3, the radio base station 
2 opposite to the mobile station is specified and the service 
information corresponding to the radio base station 
identification number and the service request class is decided 
to inform it to the mobile station 3 in voice. 
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
